a political one that unless Canada increases the duty 
on the Australasian product, the dairy farmers of this 
Dominion will be ruined. Iliey have been telling us 
this ever since the Canadian-Australian trade treaty 
went into effect a little more than three years ago. 
But Canadian dairymen do not seem to be worrying 
about the matter as much as certain critics of the 
Government—whose policy it is to foster inter- 
Empire trade. * 

On the contrary. Mr. F. W. Field, senior trade 
commissioner for Great Britain in Canada, finds that 
after a complete survey of conditions throughout the 
Dominion, the dairy industry has made remarkable 
progress. He reminds us that three years ago Cana¬ 
dian exports of butter exceeded imports by more than 
4,000.000 pounds; hut to-day, instead of having 
something like 23,000,000 pounds for export, we are 
obliged to import very substantial quantities from else¬ 
where. Much of this, of course, comes from the 
Antipodes. Some of our political friends often try to 
persuade us that th^ reason Canada is not supplying 
sufficient for her own need s o bec am e the red u ct io n 
of the duty from four cents a pound to one cent a 
pound on the Antipodean product has removed the 
attraction which our dairy farmers once found in 
butter production. 

This is not the point at all. The two principal 
reasons for the larger importations of the last two 
years are greater consumption of butter by the Cana¬ 
dian people and the disinclination of the fanner to 
extend himself in the dairy branch of his activities in 
good crop years. I he per capita consumption of 
butter in Canada, incidentally, is larger than in any 
other country in the world, not excluding the United 
States, and this is easily explained by the fact that 
prosperous conditions have enabled our people to buy 
more than they used to. No less an authority than 
Dr. J. A. Ruddick. Dairy Commissioner for Canada, 
referred to this matter in a speech at Belleville some 
time ago. He then said:

obliged to import. When he arrived back in New 
Zealand the other day. after a vuit to Canada, the 
managing director of the Amalgamated Dairies and 
New Zealand Co-operative Dairy Company pointed 
out that the future ante of shipments of butter from 
that Dominion very largely would depend upon the 
volume of milk and cream Canada sold to the United 
States. We already have been tpld that more milk 
and cream are being produced in this country than 
ever before; but in the year ending with February, 
we exported to our neighbor on the South no less 
than 6.818.238 gallons -obviously representing a 
profitable bu»iness, yet leaving us less for the manu¬ 
facture of butter for ourselves. 

It thus will lie seen that while the Canadian 
consumer has been obliged to buy the imported 
product, or go on short commons, importations have 
not had the disastrous effect upon the dairy industry 
of this country which some of our political critics 
continue to^Uy to make out. The Canadian con¬ 
sumer. moreover, is much better off than the con¬ 
sumer of the L^mted States in this respect. The duty 
on butter entering the republic is twelve cents a pound. 
Any increase in the duty on Antipodean butter enter¬ 
ing Canada, therefore, would have to be paid by

It could 
be profitably used In the following 
manner: When the Summer crops are 
lifted, the weed seedlings are usually 
quite small, and the ground should 
than he h^ed at once, and the ma¬ 
jority of weeds are then totally de¬ 
stroyed In a very short time Follow 
this hoeing Immediately with raking, 
then the seedlings sre destroyed quick¬ 
ly if the day Is a sunny one. 

There need not be any digging work 
or special preparation of the ground: 
simply clean theyurface and sow at 
once, and broadcast a few seeds of 
green-top six-weeks turnip or a simi¬ 
lar early variety. Sow the seeds thinly 
And rake them in well Sow some 
french breakfast and turnip-shaped 
radishes In the same way. Plant out 
endive and lettuce plants quite nine 
Inches apart, and they will come In 
very useful during the Winter months. 
Ali-the-year-round lettuce or a simi¬ 
lar hard variety should be selected. The 
soil la warm, and seeda In it germinate 
quickly; new roots form and grow 
rapidly on transplanted subjects. If. 
however. suct\ catch crops sre out of 
the question, the soil should be deeply 
dug or trenched forthwith and left In a 
rough condition throughout the Win- 1 
ter This course Is much better than] 
digging or trenching while the soil Is 
sodden later on.

The commercial practice of cutting 
with very long stems does tend to re¬ 
duce the sice of th# bultr somewhat, 
but this Is offset, of course, by the 
value of the blooms. The amateur 
therefore need not fear thjit hla bulbs 
will be spoiled by cutting the flowers 
In beds 3 x 42 feet, the experts plant 
a thousand bulbs, changing the ground 
every year On a private farm a little 
further south, over a million narcissus 
bulba are planted, making It the larg¬ 
est in America devoted to the one class 

Here It was found on teat that star* 
cissus bulba grown on the farm, placed 
in the forcing sheds, would bloom ten 
days ahead of the Holland' bulba. and 
gave a finer crop of blooms. 

Some came two and three weeks 
earlier with more and better blossoms.

The investigators 
found starvation was wldtly prevalent, 
per heps mors so thhn at any other 
Urns since 1002-21, but they discovered 
that in practically every dlatrlct con¬ 
ditions had been greatly improved If 
the military authorities and their po¬ 
litical hangers-on had shown the 
slightesct disposition to take the moat 
obvious precautions and had permit¬ 
ted the farmers to keep a reasonable 
■hare of their crops for the last three 
years.

When Marshal Feng retreated before 
ths Mukden armies of Chang Tao-lln 
in 1020, he settled down for a time lu 
Sulyuan. and then continued on 
farther northwest But when he wsnt I 
sway he took with him. according to 
ths report of ths investigator, every 
farmers caft. all livestock, work and 
milk animals, snd every bushel of sur¬ 
plus grain which he could lay hands 
on.
